Zoning Denied • •• Again

When is a decision not a decision? 
When the City Council rules on the use 
of seven acres north of Cloister 
Square Shopping Center. 
The property owned by Anthony 
Harwath has been the subject of 
controversy for the past five years. 
During that tim e, Harwath has 
requested—and been refused—office 
or a combination of office and retail 
zoning six times. 
Monday night was no exception. He 
asked for office zoning on the tract 
which is located between Indepen­ 
dence Pkwy, and Mill Valley Dr. and 
was refused with prejudice. (A denial 
with prejudice means 
the same 
request cannot be resubmitted within 
the year.) 
Nearby homeowners who have 
opposed die office designation at each 
request were delighted. Five of the

residents spoke against the request, 
116 signed a petition opposing the 
development and about 40 attended 
the m eeting to sym bolize their 
protest.

Firemen Stay Busy 


Plano firefighters had a busy 
Easter weekend. 
The department 
answered 22 
em ergency am bulance calls and 
extinguished an apartment fire, a 
grass fire, two dumpster blazes and 
three fires in vehicles. 
Heavy damage was reported in a 
General Telephone Co. van which 
burned Monday at 9:22 a.m. Dennis 
Stewart of McKinney and Don Goin of 
Denton, splicers for the company, 
were the occupants of the van. 
The men went underground on FM 
544 near the Prairie Creek Baptist 
Church at 9 a.m. They soon began 
hearing popping noises and looked out 


to see the front of the 1972 Ford on fire. 
The fire extinguisher was already 
enveloped in flames so there was little 
they could do to fight the fire. An 
unknown bystander attempted to pull 
the van away from the manhole with 
its equipment, but the truck rolled 
back again and lost a wheel in the 
hole. 
Fire Marshal 
Bill 
Threet said 
damage to the equipment and van is 
quite extensive although the total loss 
has not yet been determined. The 
blaze was tapped out at 9:38 and the 
firefighters returned to the station at 
10:31 a.m. 
An apartment at 469 Gladewood 


occupied by Susan Van Benthusen 
was also involved in a major fire. 
Threet said a child playing with 
matches apparently started the blaze 
which burned two bunk beds, drapes 
and carpeting. 


Heavy smoke damage was also 
reported in the 8:37 a.m.

Nine men and four pieces of equip­ 
ment put the fire out at 8:48 and 
returned to the station at 9:24 a.m.

Earlier in the meeting, the council 
reviewed the preliminary plat and site 
plan of four acres of the development. 
Platted for 66 acres of planned 
development-SF-A, Royal Center was 
disapproved by the Planning and 
Zoning Commission on technical 
grounds, although Assistant City 
Manager Al Dougal also described it 
as “undesirable” aesthetically. 
The council also disapproved the 
development on an appeal by Har­ 
wath. After viewing the plat and site 
plan, Bob Collins suggested recon­ 
sidering the zoning case and allowing 
approximately three acres of planned 
development-office. His motion died 
for lack of a second. 
In other action, the council held a 
public hearing on the annexation of 
about 1545 acres of land in far west 
Plano. Annexation proceedings were 
tabled until the council can consider 
several legal questions which were 
brought up during the hearing. 
Plano wants to annex the land to 
encom pass 
the 
city ’s 
ultim ate 
development, Mayor Norman Whitsitt 
explained. Hie city has spent a great 
deal of money to bring services into 
the White Rock Creek Basin and 
annexation will protect that in­ 
vestment. 
He said the strip which runs along 
the Santa Fe railroad right-of-way, 
the Denton Co. line and SH 121 outlines 
the city which will be developed. 
Council members also approved a 
13 to 14 percent rate hike for Lone Star 
Gas Co. The six-step rate schedule 
will go into effect with the AtJKl 14 
billing. 
Hie company had requested a two- 
step schedule to encourage con­ 
servation with the first 1,000 cu. ft. 
costing $3 and each 1,000 cu. ft. 
thereafter costing $1.88. 
The approved rate schedule is as 
follows: first 1,000 cu. ft., $3; next 
3,000 cu. ft., $1.87 per MCF; next 6,000 
cu. ft., $1.80 per MCF; next 15,000 CU. 
ft., $1.73 per MCF; next 75,000 CU. ft., 
$1.66 per MCF; and next 100,000 cu. 
ft., $1.63 per MCF. 
Shimek, Jacobs & Finklea, con­ 
sultants who studied Lone Star’s 
request, said that this rate schedule 
would produce revenues of about 
$266,015 for a rate of return of eight 
percent. 
Ross Jacobs of the firm also 
presented plans and specifications for 
the paving of Parker Rd. from 
Independence Pkwy, to Preston Rd. 
The roadway will be built as four 
lanes of permanent paving to Coit Rd. 
and two lanes of asphalt to Preston 
Rd. 
He also recommended that the city 
accept bids of $96,000 from Cole 
Williams for the extension of water 
and sewer services to the Service 
Center and $30,333 from Mathews 
Services for fluoridation systems at 
Custer and Shiloh Pump Stations. 
The council also made a final 
payment of $13,735 to Wright and 
Young Construction Co. for the Alma 
Rd. bridge across Spring Creek, 
endorsed HB624, contracted with 
Charles R. Bartlett and Assoc, for the 
appraisal of all land within the city 
and school district and authorized the 
advertisement of bids for concession 
sales at parks and athletic fields. 
An information system provided by 
the North Central Texas Council of 
Governments was also authorized. 
The police department will receive 
the management system for $672 in 
yearly maintenance costs. 
NCTCOG will provide attachments 
for the department’s terminals which 
will allow them to function as mini­ 
computers, according to Chief Duane 
Kinsey. The department will use the 
terminals to determine response time 
to calls, where and when ‘the calls 
occur and how officers spend their 
duty time. 
Other item s approved were a

“ Texas has more oaks 
than any other state,” he 
says. “ Nearly 60 percent of 
all the oak species in the 
United States grow right 
here in our state.”

only four feet tall with holly­ 
like leaves. Simpson also 
discovered, on land in south­

LINCOLN, Neb. (UPI) - 
A turnaround in some of 
America’s food habits is 
predicted by a food and 
nutrition expert here, based 
on the shrinking size of 
households and the aging 
process. 
Teresa Shaffer, an ex­ 
tension specialist at the 
University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln says what people eat 
has a lot to do with age and 
family size. 
She anticipates significant 
changes in eating habits as 
families continue to get 
smaller and the birth rate 
drops. 
She expects vegetable and 
fruit consumption to rise 
because small households 
and people living alone tend 
to eat more of these foods 
than larger households. 
Potato eating probably 
will drop, she said, because 
there will be more women, 
traditionally low consumers 
of spuds. 
Ms. Shaffer thinks milk 
consumption will decline as 
a result of fewer teen-agers 
and a stable or declining 
birth rate. 
Continued increases in 
consumption of red meat and 
poultry 
are 
expected, 
although at a slower rate 
because of the drop in our 
young male population. 
Unless today’s teen-agers 
carry their appetite for soft 
drinks and other sweets into 
adult 
life, 
sugar 
con­ 
sumption is also expected to 
decline as the population has 
fewer teens.

Bowie On 
‘Bad’ List

ARLINGTON, Tex. (UPI) — Bowie Kuhn officially is on 
the Texas Rangers’ enemies list. 
Rangers owner Brad Corbett took the time Monday to spell 
out a brief list of dastardly deeds he feels baseball’s com­ 
missioner has committed in recent weeks. 
—Corbett thinks Kuhn has mishandled the attack on Texas 
manager Frank Lucchesi by second baseman Lenny Randle. 
— He feels the commissioner is using different guidelines 
in approving or disapproving trades. 
“I want to apologize to (Oakland owner) Charles Finley,” 
Corbett said at a news conference. “He wanted to fire the 
commissioner two years ago and I changed my mind and 
cast the vote that allowed Bowie Kuhn to save his job. 
* 
“I wish I had a chance to do that all over again.” 
Corbett has been trying to make a trade with Finley for 


lefthanded pitcher Vida Blue, but Kuhn has refused to ap­ 
prove the deal. 
“He (Kuhn) let the Yankees buy Bucky Dent,” Corbett 
said. ‘‘That makes me sick. Finley is a very daring owner 
and I think he is prepared to go ahead with the deal but we 
are not. I’ve talked to several owners on the phone and they 
are unanimous in feeling we need to set down some 
guidelines for Kuhn to work under. 
“We have given him some broad powers and I think we can 
restrict him. I can’t understand the inconsistencies he comes 
up with. He will suspend an owner. But he refuses to suspend 
a player.” 
That was in reference to Kuhn’s refusal to place a league 
suspension on Randle for his attack on Lucchesi. 
The Rangers suspended Randle for a month and fined him 


$ 10,000. 
“I received a call from Kuhn asking me to reduce the fine 


to $5,000,” Corbett said. “I couldn’t see it. Lenny went off the 
deep end and he will no longer play in Texas.” 
Lucchesi said Monday he still was debating on whether to 
file criminal charges against Randle. 
“I’m going to take my time and do a lot of thinking,” 
Lucchesi said. “I’m going to do what’s best for me, my 
family and for baseball. 
“There’s no time schedule on making a decision. I have 
two years to do it (in reference to the statue of limitations on 
an assault charge.)” 
The Ranger’s manager still is in a good deal of pain from 
the beating he suffered. 
“The doctors tell me I can’t sleep on my right side because 
of the surgery they did to my face, and I can’t sleep on my 
back because my back hurts too much,” Corbett said. 
“I had deep contusion in my back and they say it’s going to 
take a long time before I get to feeling better.”
